Many turkeys got It la tbo aoek 
today, but Bgurattvely a aambar of 
bousowlvas ware equally aatorta- 
nate whaa they went to ■Mffkot wttb 
the expectatloa of saeariag a tarkoy 
cheap. Thta mornlag tha Tbaaka- 
giving day bird soared, aad waat 
beyond tha reach of a groat many 
citlMM. Drsased tarkoya retailed 
from IT to S6 ceata a » oaa d . while 
tbo ttvo tarkoya sold HfMa It ooau 
to It coats a pound. IdMl JWK ti 
dreeaad tnrkays sold tar .It oaato a 
pound, which was eonal d ired high, 
while tho Mve turkeys aoM for under 
1 0 ceata. Turkeys around Paducah 
thla year were scarce, white tbe for 
elgn marketa took all the birds that 
could be aecnred. aad the farmer 
with a flock of turkeys found little 
difficulty of selling them for top- 
notch prices. Many housekeepers 
purchaaed chh ken-^. but tho poultry 
brought high water prices. Dressed 
chickens retailed from 25 to 78 
centa while undressed cblekena aold 
from It to tS coots.
